Baltimore. Md., April 7. — Well-balam*ed fields, 
stirring racing and exciting finishes marked an in- 
teresting day’s sport at the Bowie <*onrse this after- 
noon. The usual card of seven races was down for 
decision. 

Casaba scored her second victory of the meeting 
when she lasted long enough to score over Lady 
London by tlie sliortest of margins. 

Weather conditions again were unfavorable, a bit- 
ing wind sw’eeping over the course and making top 
coats a necessitj’. The change, however, had no ten- 
dency to reduce the attendance, wdiich overlapped 
any of the week. 

Speculation was brisk throughout the day and was 
fairly profitable to the enthusiasts. 

The Garth -Parretto selling race feud broke out 
again this afternoon when Bobby Boyer accounted 
for the fifth race. He was advanced $300 over his 
entered price by Parretto and i>rotected by the usual 
$5 advance by trainer William Garth. 

Jockey E. Haynes, who had the mount on Rustling 
Brass, was unable to fill his engagements after 
that horse ran aw’ay. due to weakness. 

A considerable delegation arrived from Hot 
Springs today and they told of a ten hours’ delay 
in the trip, caused by a wreck that made it neces- 
sary to change routes. Wash Xorvcll was of the 
<*ompany and he said that the Hot Springs mtn'ting 
had been wondrously successful and that there 
doubtless would l>e another in the fall. 

Jockeys Lyke and Obert came over as well as 
A. R. Bresler, IVilliam raliill, Ray and Joe Scher- 
rer, Charles Bm kland, W. B. Mitchell, John Mouo- 
han, George Vortman, Harry Robinson. Joseph 
Walsh, George Barth, Maurice Hayman, Ed Gar- 
rison and Eddie Shevliii. Exactly 1K3 patrons of 
the sport were on the special train and one sleeper 
went through to New' York. 

Mike Daly will ship his string of horses from 
Bowie to Havre de Grace Wednesday. 

E. C. Smith, the Jockey Club steward here, re- 
fused to issue a temiH>rary license to jockey T. 
Farrington today for the reason that at the time 
he made his last application he was under suspen- 
sion and the application w’as laid on the table. 
He W’ill have to make a new application. 

J. O. Burttschell passed through Baltimore today 
on his way to Toronto from Havana. He left the 
mare Kopje at Havana with T. Cheek. This mare 

5 as injured by being hit by an automobile at the 
avana track shortly before the close of the meet- 
ing at Oriental Park. 

Frank McGinty will leave for Woodbine, Toronto, 
at the close of the Havre do Grace meeting to 
school the tw'o-year-olds that will race there. 

Paul J. Miles was among the arrivals of the day. 
An effort was made to have Blackford scratched 
out of the fifth race. Joseph Reilly representing 
R. E. Watkins, who formerly owuied the horse, 
made the attempt. Watkins gave the horse to Dr. 
McCarthy last fall for the purpose of obtaining a 
good home for him, but with the understanding 
that the old fellow was not be raced. He w’as left 
at Pimlico and a bill was owing on him, which 
finally resulted in his falling into the hands of 
W. Murray, in w'hose name he raced today. The 
stewards could not take any action in the matter 
us Murray is the ow’iu‘r of the horse. 

Sheridan Clarke, w’ho officiated as presiding judge 
at the King Edward Park meeting last year, has 
restored jockey Charley Grand to goo<i standing, 
tirand got into trouble last July over bad ride on 
Fort Monroe. 

Matt Foster got in from Hot Springs with four 
horses, one of which is Budweiser, a sixteen-year- 
old thoroughbred which won two races out of nine 
starts at Hot Springs and was placed in all of the 
others. Budweiser pulled up lame in his first few* 
starts, but improv**d with racing, kept gettin; 
sounder and is now' in good condition. 

Rustling Brass ran away three miles and a quar- 
ter after he won the fourth race and when jo<-key 
E. Haynes finally suc<eed<>d in pulling him up he 
w'as quite lame. 

Horsemen from Wasliington brought over the news 
that Tom Strahan had <ommitted suicide at the Stag 
hotel in Washington this morning by taking carbolic 
acid. He was rushed from the hotel to the hospital, 
where he died. At various times Strahan filled the 
IKisitions of track sui»erintendent at Guttenburg, 
Benning and Bow ie. 

W. Fenwick, owner of Quick, which was bid up 
and bought by I*. E. Fitzgerald yesterday, denied 
to the stew’ards that he turned the horse loose in 
the paddock after tlie sale. He said Fitzgerald 
himself took off the bridle, saying he wanted only 
the animal. 

K. C. Watts, the eighty -five -pound Bowie ap- 
prentice, won his maiden race when he rode Billie 
Hibbs to victory in tlie third race. 

The horses in the French and English breeding 
and racing establishments of the bite Herman B. 
Durvea will be sold Saturday, May L*7, in the pad- 
dock at Belmont Park. The sale will be conducted 
by the Powers -Hunter Company of New York. 
Among the thirty -three horses that will go under 
the hammer, it is said, are Durbar II.. son of 
Rabelais and Armenia, w’inner of the Ei»som Derby 
of 1914, and the c-elebrated American horse Irish 
Lad. 

Hamlet Moore’s Rustling Brass, after an exam- 
ination by trainer W. A. Burttschell, was found 
to have lHiW’«*d a tendon in his leg, so the gelding 
will be on the shelf for some time.

JAMAICA ALSO IN THE RACING ROOM. 



Stake Races Recently Closed Show Substantial Gains 
in Entries Over Last Year. 



New York. April 7. — The nominations received 
by the MetroiMditan Jockey Club for the twelve 
stakes to be decided during its two coming meetings 
at Jamaica total .542. an increase over last year of 
71. The list will doubtless l)e augmented when the 
mails from Kentucky and other distant i>oints are 
received. For the principal feature, the Excelsior 
Handicap, for three-.vear-olds and over at one mile 
!ind a sixteenth, forty-eight entrk*s have so far 
come to hand, as against thirty-seven last year. 
Those nominated for the Excelsior embrace the best 
of the all- aged division, including Roamer, Strom - 
boli. Sharpshooter, The Finn, Tartar, Flying Fairy, 
Trial by Jury, Hauberk, Coquette, Silica, Capra, 
Roly, Buskin. Borrow, Celesta. Prince Henry, Ghetto 
Girl. Harry Shaw, Boots, Benevolent and others in 
the four-year-old and over division, while among 
the three -year-olds are Dominant, Bromo, Chicle, 
Achievement, Celandria, Spur. Friar Rock, White 
Hackle, Neville, Old Koenig, Lena Misha and Clap- 
perbill. 

For the Long Beach Handicap, at one mile and 
an eighth, and the King’s County Handicap, at 
one mile and a sixteenth, practically the same nom- 
inations have been made. 

The two stakes for three-year-olds, the Stuyve- 
sant and tlie Southampton, have attracted the best 
of that division, while the two-year-old stakes all 
show a most gratifying increase in the list of nom- 
inations. The Y'outhful has sixty -two against fifty - 
four in 1915. The Rosedale, which is for fillies, 
has an increase of twenty -one over last year, while 
the Greenfield has received fifty-eight against 
forty-eight the year previous. 

In addition to increasing the value of the stakes, 
racing secretary Walter C. Edwards has also de- 
cided to make a substantial increase in the added 
money to the overnight races. In all races to 
whicli ail entrance fee is charged the added money 
will iKi ,$.500, $600 or $700. according to xvliether the 
events are selling, allowance races or handicaps.

in the neighborhood of $6,.500, the added amount 
being $5,(M)0 or .$1,000 in excess of the added value 
of the stake last year. The distance of the Fron 
tier will be a mile and an eighth as usual and the 
aniionncement of weights the day before the race. 
The augmented Frontier amount enables the Wind- 
sor Jockey (3iib to advertize for nominations to 
a stake which is more irai>ortant from a financial 
viewpoint than any other decided on the Canadian 
circuit with but two exceptions, the King’s Plate 
and the Toronto Cnp lieing those exceptions. 

The D. & (’. Stakes, . at a mile, has a cash 
valuation of $1,500; the Edenw'old, for two-year 
olds at five-eighths has $1,500 added, and silver 
plate to the owner of the winner; the Ferry Handi 
cap, at a mile and a sixteenth, has $3,000 added; 
the George Hendrie Memorial Ilandicap has $2,000 
.added, and the Canadian Handicap has $1,500 
added. 

In addition to these fixtures the second half of 
the Windsor Double Event for Dominion foals 
of 1913 will be run, which calls for $1,500, silver 
plate and fifty i>er cent of the subscription fees 
up to the running of the first event for then two- 
year- olds. Should the race lie won by the same 

horse that captured this race as a two-year-old 
last year, the owner of such horse will receive an 
additional $1,000. The other Futurity will be the 
Windsor Double Event of 1914, the two -year- olds 
to contest it this year and the same entries to 
contest it next year as three -year-olds. The values 
of this race run about the same as the Double 
Event of 1913. 

By reason of the liberal stake and purse offer- 
ings. Secretary Parmer says lie expects a larger 
number of eastern horses nominated to the Wind- 
sor Jockey Club fixtures than ever before. 

Entry blanks were mailed Saturday to representa- 
tives of the Jockey Club at Bowie, Md., the Ken- 
tucky tracks and to New York. The dates assigned 
the Windsor elnb are practically the same as 
has had the last four years. Three Saturdays are 
included in the assignment but no special holidays. 
The stake entries close Thursday, May 11. 



FEATURES OF THE PIMLICO MEETING. 



Lexington. Ky., April 7. — This w-as the coldest 
April morning experienced by trainers at the Ken- 
tucky Association track for many years, yet tliero 
were a number of visitors to see the somewhat 
“crimpy” gallops. The delegation from Hot Springs 
were a sun>i'ised aggregation, especially when it 
liegan sleeting. About noon snow began falling and 
it had not ceased when darkness came. 

Tlie veteran Howdy Howdy, from Gallaher Bros.’ 
stable, showed the most iiiipr«*ssive move of the 
morning, three -qu.arters in l:lG%i. A trio of two- 
year-olds from the same stable went three-eighths 
in better than :37. The fastest mile was Mile 
stone’s 1 ;45.

Andrew Platt of New 
York, arrived from Hot Springs and will remain 
until the close of the racing season.

WINDSOR’S STAKE OFFERINGS THIS YEAR. 



New York, April 7. — Pimlico will have varied 
conditions for the races to be run at its coming meet 
ing. There will be man.v purses of $7C0, none of 
less than $600 and long-distance races will be fea 
turod. Another innovation will be a raise in the 
scale of w'eights for riders.* No horse will carry 
less tlian 100 iiounds. The prime feature, however, 
will be claiming races and claiming handicaps for 
soiling platers. A clause in the conditions w'ill 
read: “All starters in this race, including the 

winner, may be claimed for the entered iirice plus 
the winner’s share of the purse by owners liaviiig 
starters in the race.” It is also proposed to liave 
claiming handicaps under the same conditions. This 
means that if a winner is entered for $70<J and his 
share of tlie i»urse is $.500, it Avill cost a claimant 
$1,200 to get him. making a total of $1,700 for the 
horse. 

According to advices from one of the officials 
at Bowie, the Jockey Club’s new selling race rule 
so far. is not bringing about the desired object. 
There have been many runups, in which part of the 
excess was divided among the owners of defeated 
horses. Ij. W. Gartli has bid up nine horses in 
fourteen races and a selling race “war” is in 
progress. “Later on.” says the letter, “things 
may settle down, but the new rule has upset things 
a trifle for the time being.” 



The Windsor Jockey Club has issued its sum- 
mer prosiiectus. which calls for six stakes and 
the two futurities, the double events of 1913 and 
1914. In the course of the two meetings. July 1.5 
to Julv 22 and August 16 to August 2,3. ninety - 
eight races will be run at Windsor, which means 
a lash distribution of nearly $100,000. Tiie daily 
purse offerings average $700 and are the largest 
in average ever hung up b.v tlie local jockey club. 

For the six stakes, exclusive of the two double 
events, the money offered is $14,500. The value 
of tlie Frontier Handicap, the big event of the 
first day of the July mcetiug this year, will be 



Kentucky Derby Fever Spreading to Canada — Old 
Grover Hughes Indulges in Pranks Unbecoming 
His Age — Rancher in Form. 



SAW BLINK BONNY WIN THE DERBY. 



Not many men are now about W'ho saw Blink 
Bonny’s Derby in 18,57, but that fine old sports- 
man, Peter Ryan, tlie registrar for Toronto East, 
is one. and he retains .a vivid recollection of the 
terrific finish in whicli the I’Anson mare got home 
a no.se in front of the despised Black Tommy and 
twenty -eight other ninnors. Until the numbers 
went lip it was impossible for any but the judge 
to say which had won. Nor was the keenness of 
the battle confined to the leading pair, for Adamas 
was lieaten only a short head for second place, 
and Stratlinever a neck away. In fact, the mar- 
gin separating the winner from the seventh horse 
to pass tiie judge’s box w'as only about a length 
ami a half. A nuinlKT of remarkable wagers were 
recorded in coiine<di<»n w'itii Black ’J’oiiimy, for, 
tlioiigh the public regarded the colt as a negligible 
quantity, the owner liehl other views. Among 
otiier bets were 10,000 to 20 and 10,000 to 150: 
but the most weird of the lot was one of 20,000 
pounds to a coat, waistcoat and hat. The event 
is recalled by tlie announcement of the death of 
the old-time jockey, James Covey, who rode Black 
Tommy. He had readied the age of eighty -four. 
Blink Bonnj" was the second filly to win tlie Derby, 
which has fallen to one of her sex only five times 
since Diomed won tlie first rai*e in 1780. 

Eleanor in 1801 Avas Hie first, and Tagalie, in 1912, 
the last. liliiik Bonny also won the Oaks, and 
is famous in turf lilstory through her piTformances 
and tier progeny. And oblivion has fallen on the 
name of Black 'Fommy, tiiougli slie was but the 
merest fraction of distance lietter tlian liiiu in the 
greatest of races. So much is the difference in po 
sitioii, even if tlie distance be infinitesimal. — Fran 
CIS Nelson in Toronto Globe. 



Louisville, Ky., April 7.— As his training ad- 
vances, good judges among horsemen more and 
more fancy the chance of T. C. Bradley & Co.’s 
Big Smoke in the Kentucky Derby. 

This winner of the Fort Thomas Stakes and, 
w’hieh ran second to Dominant in tlie Hopeful 
Stakes at Saratoga last summer, seems to im- 
prove on every occasion that he appears on the 
track, and there is no question that if he meets 
w'ith no mishaps in his preparation from now on, 
he w'ill be a keen eontender in the Derby. In 
spite of the groat array of fashionably -bred three - 
year-olds engaged in the Derby, there is no better- 
bred entry than the star of trainer Will Wallace’s 
stable. He is what is called inbred, much like 
the noted Luke McLuke, winner of the Kentucky 
Handicap in 1914. 

Big Smoke’s sire is Duke of Ormonde, a son 
of Orsini, w'hich is by the Epsom Derby winner 
Ormonde, while his dam is Gold Lace, a daughter 
of Ormonde. Duke of Ormonde was out of Santa 
Bella, by St. Serf. Gold Lace is the dam of that 
higli-class horse Textile and her dam, Libberti- 
flibbet, is by Bullion, a son of War Dance, .‘.;nd a 
liorso that the late pedigree authority, S. Y. Keene, 
assayed to prove possessed more Boston blood than 
any horse ever in the stud in America. This 
granddam of Big Smoke was a superior browlmare, 
among her produce being the great two-year-old 
Geo. C. Bennett, which died at that age. and the 
speedy sprinter Iloniton. Big Smoke’s third dam 
is Flibbertigibbet by Kingfisher, Avhich mare pro- 
duced the good iicrformers Celinda, Kinnikinnnick, 
Flitter and Fly by Niglit. She in turn was out 
of Filagree by Stockwell, the last named being 
the dam of such noted racers as Finew'ork, Fid- 
dlesticks (winner of the Wither Stakes), Finesse 
and Fillctte, (the dam of Filigrane, Fidclio and 
Fides). In America from this family there have 
also come sucii distinguished horses at St. Matthew, 
W’inner of the Junior Champion Stakes; Buckvi- 
dere, w’inner of the Merapiiis Derby, and Charade, 
that won the Metropolitan Handicap from His 
Highness and is the only racer that beat Tam- 
many when the pair were throe-year-olds. 

This is the No. 5 family of the Bruce Lowe 
figure system, to which belong the great French 
horse Gladiateur, the only horse that ever won the 
Tw’o Thousand Guineas, Derby and St. Leger in 
England and the Grand Prix de Paris in France. 
Iloncaster and Hermit, both great Derby winners, 
also trace to this line. 

So. if breeding goes for anything. Big Smoke 
surely has Kentucky Derby credentials, and so far 
his racing career recommends him as w’orthy of 
his rich breeding. 

That interest in the coming Kentucky Derby is 
widespread, is illustrated by a letter received from 
the sporting editor of a Canadian publication to 
manager M. J. Winn. This communication stated 
that widespread general interest was, this early, 
being show’n throughout Canada in the running of 
the Kentucky Derby this year, and that the pub- 
lication would be pleased to print any advance no- 
tices sent to them of the big race. Undoubtedly 
tliis season the Canadian patronage at the Downs 
w’ill far exceed that of any other year and many 
of the prominent turfmen of the Dominion will 
this spring see, for the first time, the Kentucky 
Derby. 

St.alls are being bedded down at the Downs for 
the racing strings of E. J. O’l’onnell, J. Hogan 
and Shelby West, wliich will arrive here from Hot 
Springs. O’Connell has three horses, headed by tlie 
speedy filly Carrie Orme. while Hogan has six 
liorses in his stable. West has only one horse in 
training at the present time. 

Dr. B. Talbot, with his w’ife, has arrived here 
for the racing season in Kentucky. This skillful 
veterinarian sjient the w’inter at New Orleans and 
Hot Springs. He has not missed a meeting in 
Kentucky now for many years. 

That popular racer rover Hughes had a narrow 
escape from serious injury at the Downs one morn- 
ing recently. He Avas being exercised by being led 
by a boy on anotlier horse and broke aAA’ay. He 
ran through the track gate to the stable grounds 
and then showing Avondorfiil good feeling when he 
found he was loose, circled practically every barn 
on the track before the stable hands finally corrall- 
ed him. He Avas taken back on the track and ap- 
parently w^as none the worse for his playful antics 
around the barns. GroA’er Hughes, Avhile now eight 
yeai*s old, bids fair to be a good breadw’inner for 
J. Umensetter this year. He has not raced since 
last fall. 

The first work of anything like strong exercise, 
trainer George Strate has as yet given George 
Wingfield’s English filly Polistena, Avas in the 
rather heavy track at the Downs last Wednesday, 
w’hen she worked three-quarters in 1:24. At times 
slie AA’ould fairly fly an eighth and then her rider 
wouhl get h«*r pulled doAvn to a sIoav canter.

NEW BREED OF ARMY TRANSPORT HORSES. 

More Interesting perhaps than the German 
authorities fr»*uzied appeals for money is a eom- 
niunimtion to tlie “.\llgemeine Si»ort Zeitung” in 
Vienna from Duke Mugiiel of Braganzu. wlio has 
been serving on tlie Eastern front as Colonel of 
the Kaiser Wilhelm Hussars. eoin*erning tlie har- 
diness of tlie ]M»nies known as “Koiiiki.” Of no 
definite bre«‘d. the Duke wrote tliat those little 
Iiorses have lM*en doing most wonderful service in 
the carriage of material, etc., from tlie reserve to 
the foremost fighting line. “1 s«*e many thou- 
sands of tliese little horses i»roceeding daily in 
endless eoluunis. Almost all other breeds, wiietlier 
of ‘warm’ or ‘<*old’ strains, have long ago van- 
ished. One now and then meets Ardennes or 
Hungarian horses, but iu iHstr condition, aud o<*- 
caslonally horses tliat are evidently tlioroughbred, 
these last working faithfully until they drop. In 
contrast to all others, however, the little “Koniki” 
Is always fresh, round and light-hearted, and they 
drag simply extraordinary heavy loads ou their 
primitive wagons, over roads which are no roads 
at all. but unfutliomablo mire. They are simply 
wonderful.” tlie Duke goes on. ‘‘but it would be 
difficult to say how they origlnatiMl.” He has 
seen them in West Russia, in the Carpathians, in 
Galiclu, and Poland, and also in the Seven-gebirge 
and Bosnia, and he bought two of them to carry 
his baggage, etc., wdiile he declares that they have 
been the saviours of the situation in the matter 
of transport from tlie reserve lines to the front. 
Also that the Germans in Serbia soon discarded 
their big horses and took to using “Konikis.” The 
Duke winds up by asking “What shall be done in 
the way of raising these military indispens:ihle?” 
and by deploring any iHissiblc attempt in future 
at “improving” the breed. This is all interesting, 
and sheds a new light on the question, at all 
events, of horws for Army transport purposes. — 
London Sportsman. 



TEXT OF NEW ORLEANS DECISION. 

The text of the decision of .ludgo Skinner iu the 
Civil District court at New Orleans, dismissing the 
suits demanding a receiver for the Business Men’s 
Racing Association, is avnilahle for publication. 

Miss Jean Gordon’s petition asserted the associa- 
tion was organized to conduct a business contrary 
to law and good morals, gambling being the real 
intent of the races. Judge Skinner decided that the 
criminal courts are alone vested with the power to 
pass upon the merits of Miss Gordon’s cliarge. 

Alfrwl Page, who W'as for two years assistant 
secretary of the association, charged in. his i»etition 
tliat the lionrd liad mismanaged tlie affairs of the 
asKu<‘iation and )iad vote<l its members compensation. 
Judge Skinner held tliat Page was witlioiit ptiwer 
to file the suit, as he holds only one or two sliares 
of Ktu<‘k and the law gives that power only to hold- 
ers of ten iier-ccut. of tlie capital. 

Judge Skinner’s decision was couched in the fol- 
lowing la nguage : 

“Article H>8 of tlie constitution says; ‘Gambling 
is a vice and tlie legislature sliall enact laws to 
suppress it.’ 

“This is a specific grant of power to that body, 
and the courts are without power generally to de- 
fine what is gambling or to extend the iienalties, 
fixed by statute, for gambling. 

“The e<>urt is witliout power to extend the 
enumerated causes for the appointment of receivers 
beyond those set forth in act 14r», of 1908, either 
for the gambling features of a corporation, or to in- 
increase the penalties attached to the violation of a 
criminal statute, by adding thereto the further i>en- 
alty of apointing a receiver. 

“This court is without jurisdiction to find that 
the Locke law has been violated and that, therefore, 
the directors liave acted ultra vires. Tliat function 
belongs to tiie Oiminul ('^nirt exclusively. 

“In the Page suit the cause of action is recited to 
be the wastage of the funds of the (corporation by 
payments to improfier iiersons in violation of the 
rights of the stockholders. 

“Page, however, is the holder of only two or 
three shares of tlie (‘apitiil stock. 

“This is not one of the enumerated causes for the 
appointmnet of a receiver. Plaintiff’s remedy, if 
any, and if pmperly before tlie court, would, as in- 
dicated by tlie (*or|K>ratioii act. section 19 of act 267, 
of 1916. which iirovides tliat stcK'kholders holding 
not less than ten jier cent, of its Kt(K-k may vest the 
court with jurisdiction for the purpose of regu- 
lating the conduct of directors and to compel pay- 
ment by tliem to the company of all moneys wasted 
by them in violation of tlieir duties as directors. 

“This being tlie remedy in such eases, tlie court 
will liold tliat the appli(catioii of Page for a re- 
ceiver sliows no cause of action. Suit is dismissed.” 



GREAT GROWTH OF AMATEUR RACING. 

The Rockaway Hunting ('lub, one of the earliest 
promoters of cross-country racing for amateurs, will 
open the season of 1916 at Hewlett Bay 1‘ark, Tx>ng 
Island, on April 29. Other meetings will follow 
lending up to the regular racing season, which will 
be set in motion at Jamaica on May 18. 

In addition to tlie meeting originally scheduled for 
April 29, the Rockaway Iluuting Club will hold a 
second day of racing on the following Saturday, May 
6, at Hewlett Bay Park, Long Island. The later 
date was assigned to the Meadow Brook Steeple- 
chase Association, but this organization has decided 
not to liold a spring meeting this season. A formal 
sanction for the added date will be given in a few 
days by the hunts committee of the National Stee- 
plechase and Hunts Association. The application for 
an extra day was the result of definite assurances 
that sufficient entries would be forthcoming to make 
a successful two-day meeting. It also would seem 
to prove that this is to be a banner season for 
amateur thorouglibred racing. 

A program of six events for the second day’s 
racing is being prepared by George W. Gall, the 
racing secretary, and will be ready by the end of 
the week. Three of the races will be steeplechases 
and three run on tlie flat. Efforts are being made 
to include among the former a race for tlie Meadow 
Brook Hunt cup. a long established and famous 
steeplechase, which was first raced in 1883. The 
program for the racing on April 29 was recently 
published. Entries for both days will close on April 
19. 

Amateurs have pro<?eeded this year on a more 
pretentious scale than ever before and the outlook 
at present is that the meeting of the United Hunts 
scheduled for Belmont Park Terminal ou May 13 
and 17 will be the biggest thing of its kind ever 
held in America. The growing interest in amateur 
sport of this character is shown in the increase in 
membersiiip of the United Hunts Racing Association. 
From 100 on January 1 the association lias swelled 
in membership until at the latest report there were 
ISO organizations in line.

Park to a Kafir draws attention to the fact that 
at that course there is a separate stand with a to- 
talizator attached for the use of stable boys and 
other Kafirs attending these meetings. Talking to 
a friend who was present at the Park, lie informs 
me that when it was seen that no one hud taken a 
ticket on Everil at the European tote, a rush was 
made for tlie native one, and on ascertaining only 
one ticket liad been taken, the “lieads” got busy 
and tried to buy his ticket, worth about $1,750, 
from the lucky liolder. It is said that us much as 
$1,000 was offered for it, but escorted by a body- 
guard of about twenty natives lie got away from 
the “boys.” and made for the club offict*, where he 
got a receipt for his ticket and $15 to go on with.” 
The largest totalizator dividend ever previously 
paid in Soiitli Africa was 409 to 1 in a iK>ny race 
won by Melrose at Johannesburg in 1897.
